2. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Wentland et al. (US 2004/0098200 A1). 

The reference teaches the derivation of templates and classifiers as defined by 
manual and automatic modes and by use of plural parameters criteria (i.e. "constraints), 
and from these and other controls they are combined by Boolean-logic as defined by 
the system user and the geophysical 3D substrata maps are generated and displayed. 
The various options and re-iteration capabilities of the workstation system allow the 
operator to manipulate the combinations of data functions, templates, classifiers, and 
other constraints to define the final display screen image product. The use of the 
various types of data, types of operations upon the data (e.g. derivatives, fuzzy 
analysis) are taught by this reference. Note that "discontinuity" (e.g. claim 6) is met by 
the detection and display of faults, another term used for the same concept features. 

Note the Provisional Applications of the applied reference have earlier filing 

dates.
